Proceedings and for Extension of Time in Light of Lapse in Appropriations. The Court 
reminds Defendant that motions for extensions of time are due no later than four 
business days prior to the first affected deadline, which in this case is the Joint Status 
Report due by January 16, 2019. Order Establishing Procedures for Cases Assigned to 
Judge Colleen Kollar-Kotelly, ECF No. 4 , &para 7.
